Our favourite Camberwell comedian on gentrification 
and the curious pursuit of acquiring 'stuff 


H ello February, the cruelest month of the 
year. This is when most of us start 
assessing the winter damage. Personally, 
I shall be heading into spring two stone 
overweight and covered in a thick furry pelt. 

I’ve been using the fact that I’m writing another 
novel as an excuse for the last six 
months. I have just sat for weeks 
on end, my thighs drooping like 
fleshy panniers on either side of 
my ‘lucky’ writing chair (the 
only thing ‘lucky’ about that 
chair is that it hasn’t broken). 

And it’s not just me that’s

Borough's most dapper resident on fame, his Oscar 
hopes and strolling along the South Bank

T hree years ago, Living South Resident sat 

across from Eddie Redmayne, transfixed by 
those purple tinged eyes and that oddly 
plump, feminine upper lip. Awkward and 
slightly twitchy, he was just experiencing the 
international release of My Week with Marilyn and 
his breakthrough performance as filmmaker Colin 
Clarke who enjoyed a brief romantic dalliance with 
the movie star. At the time, the plaudits were 
showered on Michelle Williams for her breathy 
portrayal of Monroe. Redmayne was overshadowed 
and remained, for the most part, largely anonymous. 
Least by his standards. 

‘People recognise me sporadically,’ he said in 
those starchy Etonian vowels. ‘But it tends to be 
more “Do I know you from...” rather than “You’re 
the guy from...”. It’s where you’ve sort of battered 
your way into someone’s 
subconscious but they think you’re 
a friend from primary school.’ 

But even he is flabbergasted by 
how much has changed in such a 
small time. The plaudits are now 
his for the taking. In January he 
picked up the Best Actor Golden 
Globe for a truly astonishing portrayal 
of theoretical physicist, Stephen Hawking in 
The Theory of Everything. And as Living South 
Resident went to press news broke that he has also 
been nominated for an Oscar. He’s up against some 
seasoned titans, Steve Carell ( Foxcatcher ), Michael 
Keaton ( Birdman ) and Benedict Cumberbatch ( The 
Imitation Game). All gripping, hypnotic portrayals, 
and all quaking in the mighty shadow of Redmayne’s 
momentous work. The 32 year-old is the one to beat. 
But he’s sick of hearing about it. Oddly. 

‘I really can’t get wrapped up in all of it,’ he 
pleads. ‘Really, if you start buying into it, and 


believing it all, it can’t lead to anything good. 

‘And while it’s not the worst position to be in, 
it’s a fleeting thing. If you read the good stuff, then 
you read the bad and I just try to block my ears.’ 

After being cast in James Marsh’s adaptation 
of Jane Wilde Hawking’s memoir, which charts 
Stephen’s early life as a scholar at Cambridge, their 
25-year marriage and struggles and triumphs through 
his diagnosis with motor neurone disease, Redmayne 
has delivered a revelatory performance. Critics have 
been undisputedly unanimous in their praise. So I’m 
doubtful that there’s much ‘bad stuff’ in the ether. 

‘Well, I’m not sure that’s true,’ he muses. ‘I’m 
sure I could hunt it down. Largely, the great thing is 
when I took on this part, Stephen and Jane took me 
into their orbit. And we did them proud. Everything 
else after that, you know, pales in comparison. But 
it’s all lovely all the same.’ 

Life is currently a whirlwind 
for the Borough-based actor. The 
awards circus. The Oscar race. 

He throws his head back against 
the dated, cream couch and lets 
out a mournful, exhaustive sigh. 
‘Sorry,’ he smiles, ‘just I feel 
I’ve been having the same conversation over and 
over for the last few months. It feels like my brain 
has unscrambled.’ 

Recently tying the knot with his publicist partner, 
Hannah Bagshawe, at a winter wonderland themed 
ceremony at Babington House in the Somerset 
countryside, one could accuse the Chelsea-born thesp 
of biting off maybe a little more than he could chew. 

‘I’ve never been the best planner,’ Redmayne 
chuckles, ‘so things do have a tendency to snowball 
in my life. But I like it that way. I feel it’s the only 
way I can exist. Throw it all together in this melange 
of chaos.’

For the last 18 months however, Hawking has 
been a solid constant. An immovable column 
in the whirling turmoil. It’s been an important 
professional, and personal, lesson for Redmayne 
who previously shone in a melodious ensemble 
for Oscar-winning Les Miserables. 

Once the awards circuit ends, he’ll begin work 
on his new film, The Danish Girl , Tom Hooper’s 
adaptation of David Ebershoff’s novel about 
transgender artist Einar Wegener. 

The star admits, he’ll miss the professor: 

‘Simply because he’s been a part of my life for 
so long. And in a way, I think he always will be. 
Stephen Hawking gave me the greatest gift. Not 
just the opportunity to portray him in a film but 
also the chance to learn about him. And from him, 
most importantly. 

‘I have never experienced, witnessed or 
been privileged to encounter such spirit. Such 
intelligence. Such humanity and wonder. And 
I know I sound like the gushing 
actor now but it’s impossible to 
stop yourself when you’re talking 
about Stephen. 

‘The Theory of Everything has 
truly been and will remain one 
of the highlights of my life and 
it feels sad to say goodbye.’ 

He pauses and stares beyond my shoulder, 
towards the open window behind me. The London 
evening traffic hums four floors below. A series 
of faint parps can be heard in the distance. 

‘And yet,’ Redmayne says, ‘there’s so much 
to look forward to.’ 

He relishes the release of new film, Jupiter 
Ascending , a gargantuan sci-fi production from the 
makers of The Matrix , the Wachowskis. Filmed at 
Warner Studios at Leavesden before he began work 
on Theory , Redmayne plays an intergalactic alien 
emperor, named Balem Abrasax who mercilessly 
hunts down Mila Kunis’ princess of Earth. 

‘Doesn’t the whole premise sound so ridiculously 


amazing,’ he laughs. ‘This was purely, for me, 
unadulterated fun and the chance to be an alien 
emperor, spitting out these lines like, “Bring me the 
princess”. You just think, “Bloody hell... YES”! ’ 

The neon-hued epic, filmed during summer 2013, 
also gave him the chance to enjoy some quality time 
in Borough, where he’s lived for nearly seven years. 

‘Working in London, it really is this perfect 
bonus that you can’t describe how powerful it is. 

At the end of each day, you’re not on location 
somewhere in the middle of nowhere, you’re home. 

And home is where you recharge. 

‘And while we were filming 
Jupiter , it was the chance to stroll 
all along the South Bank, through 
the markets towards Bermondsey 
Wall and, if you’re feeling really 
keen, all the way down to 
Greenwich. I’ve really only 
realised how much I like to walk in this city, 
especially along the South Bank. It’s that peace and 
clarity you get. Time to clear out your thoughts.’ 

As a future Oscar winner with a Hollywood 
blockbuster set for release, does he really think he’ll 
achieve such peace walking along the South Bank, 
one of London’s busiest spots? 

‘I think you’re under the impression that I’m 
now suddenly Tom Cruise or something. Mauled 
and pawed on the streets. And while that sounds 
incredibly attractive,’ he snorts, ‘it couldn’t be, nor 
will it ever be close to that anything like that.’ 

Only time will tell....

A MODERN 
CLASSIC 

Sixties glamour meets mid-century style in this Forest Hill home

A Forest Hill townhouse has 
been transformed to reflect 
the owner’s passion for mid¬ 
century furniture and design. 
From the lighting and pictures to the 
sideboard and sofas, Ben Adams’ two- 
storey, three-bedroom home exudes 
bygone glamour. The style is a nod to 
sun-dappled Los Angeles, with a touch 
of cool, London formality thrown in. 

Ben bought his 1960s property a 
decade ago. Since then, he has carefully 
restored the interiors to their former 
glory, replacing historic details where the 
previous owners had stripped them out. 
‘This row of houses would have been 
listed by English Heritage, but the 
alterations were too substantial,’ he says. 

If there is one man who knows how 
to successfully achieve the mid-century 
aesthetic, it’s Ben. As the founding 
owner of furniture outlet Designs of 
Modernity in Crystal Palace, he has 
given expert advice to companies 
including Jimmy Choo, American 
Apparel and Whistles and supplied 
furniture for high-profile ad campaigns 
and film projects. His shop has been 
featured in just about every national

rosewood Scandia chairs. Two matching 
sofas, upholstered in charcoal grey, are 
by Dutch designer Martin Visser. And 
under the stairs, a teak Arne Wahl 
Iversen desk fits perfectly. Books and 
framed film posters add splashes of 
colour to the downstairs living space. 

Upstairs, the master bedroom has 
floor-to-ceiling windows. This bright, 
white room has built in wardrobes and 
light grey muslin curtains, creating a 
serene and calming effect. The rosewood 
bedside tables are wall hung, as is the 
desk. The two additional bedrooms have 
become an office and music room. 

Creating the mid-century look takes 
‘time and work and passion’, says Ben. 
This retro style, reminiscent of cult TV 
series Mad Men , may draw on the past 
for inspiration, but it is firmly back in 
fashion for 2015. 


design publication, from Elle Decoration 
to the Observer interiors pages. 

And he’s still learning. Ben describes 
developing his expertise as an ‘on-going 
process’ and he’s also interested in the 
architecture, graphics and popular culture 
of the time. The 1960s gave birth to tape 
recorders and cash dispensers and saw 
the first man walk on the moon. It was 
also at the centre of a design style, now 
termed mid-century 
modem - covering the 
period from 1945 to 
1975. In later decades 
this Modem look fell 
out of vogue. But we 
are firmly in the midst 
of a retro revival. ‘The 
style is finding its 
place again,’ he says. 

‘When I started the shop people didn’t 
get it, but its popularity has increased 
since then.’ When buying mid-century 
pieces, he suggests, ‘don’t msh, take 
your time and do your homework. Don’t 
buy on price. Mass manufactured pieces 
are cheaper, but quality furniture is a 
good investment. Mid-century furniture 
is all about showing off materials and 
clever design hand-in-hand.’ 

The overall look he has created is 
stylish, minimal and functional, 
highlighting the beauty of natural woods 
in the furnishings and fittings. The walls 
are painted pure white throughout. The 


house is in a row of eight properties set 
back from the road, designed by Norman 
Starrett. The award-winning British 
architect also designed a number of 
‘flashier’ houses in Chislehurst, which 
Adams visited, copying some of their 
‘higher spec’ design features. 

The floor-to-ceiling glazed sliding 
doors add natural light to the downstairs 
open-plan living area. ‘I’ve tried to add 
features that are in 
keeping,’ he suggests. 
The teak parquet 
flooring is original but 
has been restored. In 
the small partitioned 
kitchen, the worktops 
are old teak school 
science benches. 

The Douglas Fir 
staircase makes a striking feature. At the 
top of the stairs there would have been a 
bookcase originally, but this was 
removed before Adams moved in, so he 
fitted a handmade balustrade made from 
reclaimed church pews, ‘a designer idea 
inspired by Alvar Aalto’, the lauded 
Modern Finnish designer. 

‘I like a lot of the early pieces, which 
are quite masculine,’ says Adams, whose 
favourite item is a Hans Brattrud slatted 
curved reading chair. ‘It is one of those 
chairs that has pretty much disappeared 
off the face of the earth.’ Around the 
dining table is a set of Brattrud’s classic

South London artist Nick Garrett talks to Victoria Purcell 
about the art of signwriting and diversification 


A revival of

You Ye got powerful 
young creative.s in

I t’s with caution that I ask Nick 
Garrett if signwriting is a dying art. 
He’s just returned from painting a 
sign in Clerkenwell and it’s cold 
and blustery out there. 

‘Signwriting was all but killed off in 
the late 80s,’ says Nick. ‘I had a sign 
shop in West Norwood and I was 
working for top breweries, stacked out 
with work. Then the Competition 
Commission forced the big breweries to 
sell off half of everything, and with the 
advent of digital vinyl cutting, there went 
the rest of the business. So a lot of us 
guys diversified and I went into painting 
furniture because, working in pubs, 

I’d seen guys doing French polishing 
and wood graining and I was really 
fascinated by it.’ 

Nick worked with Designers Guild for 
around 15 years on various publications 
and retail ranges. He worked closely with 
the company’s founder, Tricia Guild, 
to transform a Tuscan villa with bright 
colours for the book Painted Country. 

He landed the job with Designers Guild 
unexpectedly, when some failed attempts 
at a crackled glaze fell 
out of his portfolio 
during an appointment 
with the head of 
interior design. He 
finessed this technique 
over the years and 
when Designers Guild 
launched a white collection, again using 
this ageing, distressing technique, it 
formed the precursor to ‘shabby chic’. 

On graduating Camberwell College 
of Arts with a fine arts degree in the 70s, 
Nick found himself pulled towards 
signwriting. ‘My grandfather was a letter 
cutter,’ he says. ‘I knew my way around 
sign posts.’ He landed himself an 
apprenticeship with a Battersea 
sign writer and ‘things took off from 
there’. Nick now hosts signwriting 
workshops at The Lovely Gallery in 


Sydenham, run by fellow Camberwell 
graduate Anna Lovely. Signwriting 
seems to be in the midst of a revival. 

‘You’ve got powerful young creatives 
in London making amazing designs,’ 
says Nick, ‘and when Shoreditch became 
a hub for graffiti and urban art, brands 
like Urban Outfitters and Ted Baker 
picked up on it and sought out people 


to create that urban, retro look.’ 

He’s also now completing portrait 
commissions, his first love. Nick 
has just returned from Florence 
and Venice, where he shot enough 
photographs for ‘50 years of work’, 
some of which he hopes to see hanging 
in the Royal Academy’s Summer 
Exhibition and at the National Portrait 
Gallery. He sets the bar high, 
but what else would you expect from 
an artist who sold his first drawings from 
a gallery in Dulwich at the age of 15?

East Dulwich-based furniture designer-maker Tom Bruce on 
finding the beauty and balance between form and function 


T hat form must follow function 
is a precept of much modern 
design. Louis Sullivan, the 
‘father of modernism’, who 
coined the phrase, attributes the idea 
to Vitruvius, the Roman author and 
architect whose work on proportion was 
the inspiration for Leonardo Da Vinci’s 
Vitruvian Man. 

Vitruvius wrote that 
a structure must be 
solid, useful and 
beautiful. 

From my 
experience of 
designing and 
building individual 
pieces of furniture to 
commission, it feels 
a bit simplistic to say 
that function is always the starting point, 
and I’m not entirely convinced that that 
is really what Vitruvius was saying. 
Creating something solid, useful and 
beautiful is the aim, but the starting 
point and design process are different 
each and every time. 

Sometimes a space in a room feels 
bare and needs something to give it life. 


Of course you always come back to 
function, since whatever you decide to 
fill the space with needs to be functional, 
but with a scenario like that, the aesthetic 
would definitely be the driver. More 
often than not I am asked to maximize 
the potential of an awkward space that 
clearly has functional use at its heart, 

and the aesthetic must 
follow. The balance 
between form and 
function must always 
be struck, but the key 
is to only compromise 
when necessary and 
to make sure that the 
compromise does not 
undermine the piece 
and the space. 

Over the last 10 
years I’ve designed and built so many 
different pieces, each one unique, 
ranging from walking canes to walk-in 
wardrobes and house refurbishments. 
Each project brings up its own version 
of this discussion between function and 
form. Often a potential ‘problem’ leads 
to a direction you wouldn’t necessarily 
have taken, given a more straightforward 


canvas, and it is the unexpected twists 
and turns that I find exciting. The most 
pleasing outcome is when an elegant 
solution to a challenge becomes the 
defining feature of a piece. 

Between making furniture and looking after his 
baby girl, Tom Bruce is always keen to discuss 
new projects.

TULSE HILL HOTEL

H ere’s my, somewhat 
tardy, New Year 
prediction: in 2015 
we will all spend 
more time in Tulse Hill. I’m 
confident in that, because I 
recently dined at the lovely 
new Tulse Hill Hotel. 

Previously the rather tatty 
Tulse Hill Tavern, the 19th 
century public house is barely 
recognisable after an extensive refurbishment. 

The front of the building lends itself to a 
contemporary pub, while the rear houses an 
excellent restaurant. Still very much in laid-back pub 
style, but with really fantastic food. Keep on going 
and you’ll hit the twinkly beer garden out back. 

The menu features modem British dishes with 
exotic influences. It’s very carefully put together, 
with touches of flavoursome flair that make it hard to 
decide - venison carpaccio with juniper, thyme and 
lemon to start, followed by the sea bass with brown 
shrimps and leeks? Or the cauliflower cheese and 
chipotle jelly followed by quail and n’duja 
mayonnaise? There are also sharing dishes listed on 
the blackboard. Out of a shared lust for beef, my 
dining partner and I finally settled on the sirloin and 
pie sharing platter. It comes with a Longhorn sirloin steak, 
served on the bone for extra juiciness, and an oxtail pie, 
cooked so slowly it looks like pulled pork and dissolves on the

tongue, bolstered by a crispy 
pie lid. For extra camiverous 
indulgence, it’s served up with 
marrow bones. Phenomenal. 
Obviously with so much meat, 
a little salad is required, so we 
ordered a very good radicchio, 
frisee and walnut salad. The 
chips don’t disappoint either. Par-boiled and 
double-cooked, we guessed, to achieve that level of 
fluffy inner and crisp outer. Backtracking to the 
starters, we both opted to keep it light knowing 
what we were in for. I chose the okra, halloumi and 
curry leaf salad - very original, very tasty - and he 
chose the spiced squash soup, creamy and 
flavoursome with a good amount of heat. 

Oh and there’s a sommelier. In Tulse Hill! We 
were hankering after something Pinot Noiry to 
accompany our meat feast, and our friendly 
sommelier recommended a Beaujolais. Apparently 
it’s having a bit of a comeback, and this one, 
Chateau Cambon Recolte 2013, is light but with 
character and a lingering peppery finish. 

For dessert we shared a couple of scoops of ice¬ 
cream - one banana, one salted caramel, both out of this world. 
This place has hotel rooms upstairs. I’m thinking of moving in.

DECISION TIME 

Ian Hunt, Managing Director of Gabbitas, explains why a little help

H aving spent 25 years in 

education - from 17 years at 
Midfield School in a host of 
different positions, through to 
his current role as Managing Director at 
Gabbitas - Ian Hunt is well placed to 
consider how times have changed in the 
industry, but instead focuses on the thing 
that remains resolutely the same.

With sales soaring by y 6 % this year compared to 2011 , nows 
the time to pick up a Spanish bargain before prices rise

W ith Spain starring in many a 

'nightmare property' headline or TV 
programme, many buyers have 
been put off investing there. However, with 
prices having dropped by as much as 50%, 
there are some amazing bargains to be found. 
As ever, location is the key to a successful 
purchase and well-presented properties are 
becoming increasingly sought after again. 

In fact, according to foreign exchange 
specialist Currencies Direct, purchases in Spain 
are rising at their fastest rate for three years - up 
by 25% compared to 2013, and by 56% since 
2011. The strong pound and low prices is 
proving a winning combination, with purchases 
over £250,000 up by 21 % year-on-year. 

'For the last 18 months, the pound has 
strengthened against the euro, making Spanish 
property more affordable and boosting buyers' 
confidence,' says Phil McHugh, trading floor 
manager at Currencies Direct. 'That's almost 
certain to continue in at least the medium 
term, making prices progressively lower.' 

Recent pension changes have also fuelled 
interest, with many people now keen to invest 
their pension pot in overseas property. 


Residential property prices in Spain are 
starting to nudge up again though - they rose 
by 1.15% in the third quarter of 2014 compared 
to the same period last year, according to the 
Property Registrars, the first time their index has 
shown an increase since the Spanish housing 
bubble burst. British buyers were the strongest 
non-Spanish nationality buying 1,886 properties 
in the third quarter, up 
37% on the same time 
last year, followed by 
the French, Russians, 
and Germans. 

Building has started up 
again too, despite 
hundreds of thousands of 
properties still standing 
empty, remnants of the 
pre-crisis building boom when around 700,000 
houses were built annually, more than in Britain, 
France and Germany combined, and almost 
1,9m people were employed in the building 
sector. Although this figure has dropped to 
under 700,000, the tide is turning as, according 
to employment ministry figures, some 10,000 
jobs were created in November. Furthermore, 


Prime Minister Mariano Rajoy's budget for 2015 
includes an increase of around 6% for 
infrastructure projects. 

Developments that were built but never sold, 
as demand dried up, may offer opportunities 
for investors or would-be holiday home owners 
to pick up a property at a fraction of the cost 
they were originally marketed at. In fact, in 

recent years it has actually 
been possible to buy a 
new property for less than 
it cost to build. The key 
though is to choose your 
property wisely - after all, 
no-one wants to end up 
on a ghost estate with 
struggling infrastructure. 
Bargains also include 
repossessed properties owned by the 
Spanish banks. 

Interestingly, the recent uplift in values has 
been driven by resale properties with 52,127 
sales, almost double those of new-builds at 
27,434, although this is perhaps not surprising 
when you consider the number of new 
developments on the market.
